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Political Rumble 
In The Suburbs 


The upcoming national election is taking 


on at least one aspect of a teenage gang fight. 
Both parties are scouting the other's liturf" and 
spoiling for a fight on it. The GOP has announc- 
ed it is organizing a major effort to invade the 
traditionally Democratic "turf," the big cities, 
to win over voters in key states. At the same 
time Democrats would like to mount an in- 
vasion of suburbia, stronghold of the GOP. 


The pending fight is a logical consequence 


of the continuing shift of political power to 
urban areas. This was hastened by the recent 
Supreme Court order to reapportion Congress- 
ional districts as equally as practicable. When 
this is accomplished, several rurally Sominated 
states will have witnessed a power transfer to 
urban areas. And over that power the parties 
will rumble. 


The Republicans will meet their Democratic 


opponents in the large cities. The Democrats, 
presumably, will attempt to invade suburban 
areas. 


Bqth the cities and suburbia are vital areas 


to the two parties. The Democrats historically 
have had the largest membership. The pre- 
ponderance of this membership is city-based. 
, The GOP will welcome any inroads it can make 
in the cities. 


Republican suburbia is growing rapidly. 


Nearly two-thirds of the population increase 
since 1950 has been in the areas surrounding the 
city limits of the nation's metropolises. 


The rural areas will not be ignored in the 


campaigning, of course. But there may be politi- 
cal explosions in areas of population density.

Humble Side Of MacArthur 


It was back in 1953. I had been working with Gen- 


eral Charles Willoughby, MacArthur's chief intelligence 
officer from Bataan to North Korea, on a seemingly 
interminable job of making a trim book out of the so- 
called "MacArthur histories." a heterogeneous G-2 
survey of the Pacific war which had been brought home 
from Tokyo in heaven-knows-how-many bulging foot- 
lockers. We were due at. the Waldorf-Astoria in New 
York for a go-over of our draft manuscript with Mac- 
Arthur, who had been promised a look at the final pro- 
duct. 


What surprised me was the humorous humility "of 


the great man. We had incorporated in the book a 
goodly number of hitherto unpublished papers written 
by MacArthur himself. They were brilliant bits of 
rhetoric, done for the most part in the first person Mac- 
Arthur pondered them, and made his decision. He must 
do them over again in the third person. 


This involved considerable legerdemain, for 


whenever it came to describing himself he had to 
invent an "eye witness" (o what he looked like and 
felt like as he was scanning the scarred face of 
Corregidor for the last time or going aboard a PT 
boat en route to Australia. MacArfhur wanted it 


. this way, for he didn't want to spangle Willoughby's 


book with a stream of "I's." It was not a good 
decision from the standpoint of sates, nf course, 
but we couldn't do anything about H. The papers 
were ours on his terms. 


After a discussion of details, the talk wandered to 


the question of rhetoric in general. MacArthur. with a 
twinkle in his eye, said, "When you are addressing 
large numbers, you have to be a bit of a ham. In this 
room we can be more informal." 


He went on, informally, to talk about politics. The 


conversation turned to the question of political radical- 
ism. MacArthur had no use for the modern Left. But 
a look of fond reminiscence came into his eyes and he 
embarked on what was to us a wholly unlocked' for dis- 
course on the virtues of the pre-World War I type of 
American progressive. He praised old Bob La FoUette 
the Wisconsin Senator, in particular. Recalling that the 
MacArthur family had come from Milwaukee 'his 
father, Arthur MacArthur, had served in a Wisconsin 
regiment in the Civil War), MacArthur remarked that 
"Fighting Bob" La FoUette and his followers had been 
engaged in an effort to save the American way of life. 
They were not against business; they were only againist 
a monopolistic perversion of business.'And at this point 
MacArthur made some observations about the virtues 
of decentralization and the American political system 
that is designed to keep any dictator from seizing pow- 
er in Washington. 


The irony of the situation has often come back 


to me whenever I read a book such as "Fail Safe" 
or see a movie such as "Seven Days in May." 
Here, on the one hand, we have our novelists and 
movie 
script wrilers 
concocting 
wildly 
melo- 


^ dramatic plots which feature military men who 
_ are cither madly obsessed with a lust for power 


or just plain Nmad. They often 
hint that the 


imperious figure of Douglas MacArthur has served 
them as a take-off point for their speculations. 


But MacArthur, in common with every other gen- 


eral of pre-World War I origin that I have ever talked 
with, had been thoroughly indoctrinated with the 
theory of the American Republic by whoever (aught 
history or political science in the old days at the 
"Point." The ctual character of military men like Mac- 
Arthur is what makes a Fascist march to power by the 
military in the United States a complete absurdity. 


MacArthur's father brought the institution of habeas 


corpus to the Philippines in 1900, and forty-five years 
later MacArthur himself saw to it that habeas corpus 
became an integral part of the new Japanese constitu- 
tion. This, as he knew, was what any general educated 
at West Point would do. If the day ever comes when the 
American Republic fails it will not be the doing of the 
jenerais. It will be due to civilians who gag them.

"The original Cas- 
sius Clay came home from Yale, 
being the only millionaire in Ken- 
tucky, and freed about 40 slaves.

The Real Decision In The War For Vietnam 


WASHINGTON - Secretary Me- 


Namara's mission of inquiry in 
Vietnam is universally supposed 
to have led a Presidential deci- 
sion to "go on with more of the 
same thing," at any rate until 
after the November election. 


In reality, far more subtle and, 


one must add, considerably more 
somber decisions were made by 
President Johnson after the De- 
fense Secretary and his compan- 
ions made their report at the 
While House. To begin with, the 
surface decision to "go on with 
more of the same thing" had a 
crucial conditional clause—"if all 
goes well." 


Arrangements 
h a v e already 


been made by Secretary McNa- 
mara and his new State Depart- 
ment partner, 
Assistant Secre- 


tary William Bundy, to keep the 
closest and most realistic day-to- 
day watch on developments in 
Vietnam. The purpose is to insure 
the earliest possible warning if 
all does not go well. 


As a further check, it was also 


decided at the White House that 
Secretary McNamara would un- 
dertake another 
mission of in- 


quiry in Vietnam in the fairly 
near future — probably in June. 
In fact, a better way to summar- 
ize the gist of the main White 
House decisions would be to say: 
"We'll see how it goes until we 
take 
another 
on-the-spot 
look; 


we'll do everything(we can to help 
in the meanwhile, and, above all, - 
we'll keep a sharp watch to see 
if we need to do more at once." 


The vital point to note here is 


that direct action against North 
Vietnam, in reprisal for its more 
and more flagrant treaty viola- 
tions, is most emphatically not 
excluded until after the November 
election, or for any other period 
of time. It is only excluded for 
the present "if all goes well." 
But the Vietnamese war is highly 
likely to be widened without delay 
if the trend seems to be turning 
dangerously downward.

LODGE MUST RETURN—Poli-

Lodge must return to the United 
States soon—certainly within the 
next two months—if he has any 
serious plans to contest for the 
Republican presidential nomina- 
tion. 


Lodge, the U.S. ambassador to 


South Viet Nam, was thrust into 
the forefront of political specula- 
tion by his upset write-in victory 
in the New Hampshire primary 
over Sen. Barry Goldwater, N.Y.'s 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller and 
Richard M. Nixon. 


The 1960 GOP vice presidential 


nominee has been put on the spot. 
He must assess his own political 
chances on the basis of meager 
and surely inconclusive voting. 
To him, the big questions of the 
moment are: 


Were the New Hampshire re- 


sults a fluke reflecting a sort of 
regiqnal favorite 
son position? 


Was it a reflection of a public 
distaste for the announced GOP 
candidates? 
Was the result 
a 


genuine reflection of national Re- 
publican sentiment? 


Obviously, the way to find out is 


for Lodge to enter other primaries 
around the nation in which Rocke- 
feller, Goldwater and Ni.xon may 
also be entered. To do this Lodge 
must return to the U.S. and cam- 
paign in these states. He cannot 
hope (o roll up the kind of vote in 
absentia 
that he did in New 


Hampshire. 


Should Lodge return, however, 


he will face the inevitable criti- 
cism of his political enemies that 
he deserted a vital cold war post 
in a time of immense crisis to 
further his own personal political 
ambitions. 


One way out, of course, would 


be for President Johnson to pub- 
licly announce his recall for the 
good of .the two-party political 
system. It is not beyond Johnson 
to do this, and he would have 
ample precedents for such action. 
It might even benefit the Presi- 
dent politically—at least he would 
be injecting another imponderable 
into an already confused Repub- 
lican political situation.

nam, are still hard at work to 
promote a coup. But Khanh seems 
strong enough and sure enough 
of his following in the army to 
make 
another coup appear a 


rather minor risk, at any rate for 
the next months. 


A greater risk exists, to be 


sure, in the form of the increased 
reserves of men and weapons, in- 
cluding some heavy weapons, that 
the Communists have been build- 
ing up in protected areas, partic- 
ularly in Central Vietnam. 


The 
North Vietnamese com- 


mander. Gen. Vo Nguyen Giap, 
has an old trick of building up 
reserves until he has local su- 
periority and then throwing them 
in for a quick strike to change 
the whole pattern of the fighting. 


But this risk, too, is still con- 


sidered small enough to be ac- 
ceptable. It is to be hoped that 
the risks have b e e n 
rightly 


judged.

form of dwarfism. But, again, 
the demand is greater than the 
supply. 
The growing child 
re- 


quires 
the hormone from one 


pituitary gland per day and the 
need is even greater for dwarfs 
of another type. 


The national pituitary agency. 


was formed to help >vercome this 
deficiency. It hopes to encourage 
thousands of persons t will their 
pituitary glands to science for 
research 
purposes. 


The pituitary dwarf is of nor- 


mal size at birth but develop- 
ment usually ceases h-Hween the 
first and third years. The diag- 
nosis is made by checking height 
and bone development via X-rays. 
Treatment should be started be- 
fore the bones lose their ability 
to grow.

The nation watched the Jack 


Ruby trial with a suspicious eye. 
No matter which way the verdict 
went, it was prepared 
to con- 


demn 
Dallas. 
Acquittal would 


mean that Dallas endorsed the 
assassination. Guilty with mercy 
would have been labelled a pat 
on the back for Mr. Ruby. The 
electric chair would mean rail- 
roading a demented patriot. 


Dallas needs no defense here. 


And will gel none. I oppose capi- 
tal punishment, hut, as long as 
the citizens permit it to remain 
on the statutes, it will be used. 
The jury, in the 
Ruby case, 


shouldered the conscience of the 
community and carried the bur- 
den honestly. 


Jack Ruby appointed himself 


a one-man mob and he lynched 
Lee Oswald as 
40,000,000 wit- 


nesses watched. He is an epilep- 
tic, an hysteric. There is reason 
to believe 
that he may 
have 


doubted his own manliness, and 
what better way to prove it tban 
(o kill a helpless assassin? Lee 
Oswald's arms were held lightly 
by two Dallas officers as he ap- 
proached (he ramp to the armored 
car. 


Ruby's remark to a police lieu- 


tenant, after the shooting, that he 
intended to pump three shots into 
Mr. Oswald would tend to show 
that Ruby had plenty of time to 
premeditate the crime. He stnp- 
ped forward, jammed a gun into 
the belly of a helpless man, called 
him a foul name, and fired. This, 
I suggest, is not the act of a 
hero, but rather the deed of the 
complete coward. 


Defense counsel seemed to fear 


(hat 
the judge would make 
a 


hippodrome' of the trial, and, 
when it didn't happen, made hys- 
terical charges against the City 
of Dallas, against the prosecution 
and the witnesses, and practically 
tried the case by allegation on 
television. The defense appeared 
to be guilty of (he behavior it 
feared from the court. 


As a distant observer, I was 


impressed with the fact that Mr. 
Belli 
appeared 
to 
have 
only 


slightly more control of himself 
than Jack Ruby. Judge Browne, 
who 
opened weakly 
and 
was 


charged with having his own press 
agent, seemed to finish strong. If 
he has been guilty of reversible 
error, I haven't read about it. 
The upper courts will decide, in 
any case. But Belli sounded like 
a scented popinjay, easily affront- 
ed and quick to indict those who 
disagreed 
with him. 


Most of all. Ruby's crime de- 


prived the United States of a 
chance to find out what Lee Os- 
wald did, and why. If he killed 
President 
Kennedy and 
Officer 


Tippett — and there seems to be 
litt)e doubt about it — he was 
entitled to a trial, an opportunity 
to defend himself, and acquittal 
If the state could not prove that 
he murdered two men in one day. 


In Ruby's case, the insanity 


angle served to show the superfi- 
ciality of medjcal testimony. Th» 
defense had psychiatrists who tes- 
tify that the man is insane. The 
prosecution had equally qualified 


doctors who testify that he is not. 
In the thirty-Five years in which 
I have covered trials, I have often 
wondered why medicine has not 
set up standards of judgement in 
cases like this one. 


For example, the medical defi- 


nition of insanity today would 
appear to hinge on whether the 
patient is able to adapt to society. 
People whom you and 1 might 
label eccentric are really nuts, 
but are able to live outside a 
hospital because their behavior 
does not menace 
society. 


On (he other hand, the legal 


definition of insanity, as a de- 
fense 
in 
court, 
merely 
asks 


whether the defendant was aware 
of the nature and quality of his 
act at the time it was committed. 
He can be medically insane, and 
still understand the nature and 
quality of his crime. 


P a r a n o i a and schizophrenia 


have been found to be no defense 
in many states because, in cases 
where the perpetrator fled the 
scene of the crime, or tried to hide 
it, the court accepted this as 
proof that he knew that he was 
doing wrong. The most difficult 
thing to prove — or disprove — 
is what is called "temporary in- 
sanity." 


It is used mostly by women 


who have been spurned. They 
claim to have "blacked out" in 
the commission of the 
crime, 


and remember nothing about it. 
Ironically, male juries are prone 
to believe these stories; 
those 


dominated by women tend to re- 
ject such a defense. 


A soldier named Boston Corbett 


shot John Wilkes Booth through 
a crack in Garrett's barn after 
the soldiers had been warned by 
an officer not to shoot. Corbett 
got away with murder. Jack Ruby 
also appointed himself prosecutor, 
judge, jury and executioner in 
the case of Lee Oswald. He did 
not get away with it.
